and the fire ap p a ratu s that was used 
some 50 years ago." 
"In case you do that, 
you

have the old hook and lader truck in, 
the lead, with Col. C. I). Johnson 
in 
charge.’ 
Bought in 1873 
‘The old truck was bought in 1873 
and was kept in a shed next to Tom 
Cantwell’s store on the corner where 
the Brainerd Wholesale Grocery houad 
is now'. 
A little later it was moved 
back of w here the present hose I mise 
is now. 
It had three or four ladders 
left on it and eight 
or 
ten 
leather 
pails.” 
Triangle Fire Alarm 
"Beside it stood a post on which 
hung a triangle with a piece of iron, 
and when there was a fire some 
one 
would grab the iron bolt and 
pound 
the triangle until enough boys would 
g ath er to pull the old 
truck 
to 
the 
fire.” 
Kindred House Fire in 1876 
"The only time it w ent.to a file in 
3875 was at the Kindred House on 
the corner of Sixth 
and 
Kingwood 
streets. 
Some eight or ten of us boys 
pushed and pulled 
the 
old 
thing 
through the sand and when we got 
th ere they had the fire out. 
So we 
left it there and let Hie drayman haul 
if back.” 
Truck Sold and Bought Back 
"In the Fumer of 1876 the village 
board decide*! 
to 
sell 
the 
thing, 
which they did to H enry Dressen for 
$25. 
Ag soon as it 
became 
known 
that it was sold, everybody set up a 
how th a t the town would burn up, 
with the result that they bought it 
back for $40 and have kept it ever 
since.” 
First Hand Pumps 
In about 1882 the city bought two 
h and pum ps for fire protection. 
It 
took about four to ten men to handle 
one and it wrorked like a 
hand 
car. 
There were three or four town wells 
in the street and they would run a 
hose to the well and start pumping. 
Believe me. it was some work. 
It was 
the duty of one of the 
firemen 
to 
prime the pum p and oftentimes in the 
excitement of the moment he would 
spill all the w ate r out of his bucket 
r u n n in g to the fire and would have 
to go back for more water to prime 
the durned old thing. 
“I! 
Your Noble Chief!” 
"Then in about 1884 we 
got 
our 
first fire departm ent and built th e old 
hose house. Al. Leopold was fire chief 
about that time, and in 
m aking 
a 
speech h e started off with: 
“ 'I, your noble chief, will now ad 
dress y o u !’ ” 
"He was ever afterw ards known as 
the Nobl 
Chief. 
Oh, but those were 
the days of real sport” .

Now York, J tine 12.—Nearly 50 per­ 
sons are dead today, according to po­ 
lice estimates, In tho first cyclone in 
the history of New York. 
The tornado hit tho city late yes­ 
terday. 
The list of Injured is esti­ 
mated at approximately 
IOO, 
The 
heaviest toll was taken at City Island, 
a resort suburb, where the gale was 
accompanied by sheets of rain, hail 
and almost continuous play of light­ 
ning. 
Casualties were estimated as 
high as 30 dead. 
City 
Island 
today 
appeared 
war 
wrecked. 
Most of the victims were 
caught bathing or boating. 
The storm assumed the fury and 
characteristic of a tornado os it swept 
up the sound, the cloud which touched 
the water was reported sweeping along 
at not less than 90 miles an hour, 
leaving nothing Iii its path. The hard 
wind overturned all boats on the wa­ 
ter. 
Craft went down in the water, 
and many never re-appeared. 
Little 
boats dotting the sound were washed 
from sight as if by an unseen hand. 
Nothing like the storm was known 
in the m em ory of the oldest Inhabi­ 
tants, for th© beaches about New York 
have been free from the peril of a 
cyclone, 
4 
As for fierceness, the storm had a!} 
the * hiiracteristicH of a prairie torna­ 
do, 
It cut a swath up the bay. Pleas­ 
ure yachts bult u mile from Its path 
rode the waters safely. The occupants 
were eye witnesses to appaiing trage­ 
dies In the wake of the storm. 
On land the tornado assumed the 
same terrifying proportions. 
Trees 
were pulled up from the roots and 
hurled through the air like giant nine 
pins. 
One went snapping through the 
roof of an inn, pinning a woman and 
a little girl to a desk beneath it. 
In New York City proper six persons 
were kill***! and 27 injured when the 
winds tore a ferris wheel at Claxon 
point, taking It through the air to the 
beach. 
The passengers were hurled 
to the ground amid a mass of twisted 
steel and their bodies crushed, many 
of them beyond recognition. One wom­ 
an remained unidentified today. 
The gale swept into the amusement 
resort without any indication of an 
approaching storm other tin* a low 
hanging cloud, seemingly harmless. 
It was estimated today that at least 
200 craft were capsized by the storm, 
md many of them submerged.

CIVIL SERVICE APPOINTMENTS 


T h e C iv il Service Reform League rec6mrrt&Mh that when a 
vacancy occurs in one of the Federal departments Che Civil Service 
Commission be Authorized to submit the name of one man for the 
place. This would really amount to the Civil Service Commission 
making the appointment, an authority never contemplated when 
the Commission was legislated into existence. No man in private 
business would permit his employes to be selected for him by an 
outside commission. 
The certification of at least three eligibles is much to be pre­ 
ferred. In the judgment of the Commission, one man might poss­ 
ess all the requisites for the position in question, but the judg­ 
ment of the Commission is not infallible, and there might be 
reasons why the administrative officer under whom the vacancy 
occurred would knew more about the individual characteristics of 
one man among the three certified than did the Commission1. 
The administrative officer certainly should have womething to way 
with respect to the personnel of his bureau, inasmuch as he is re­ 
sponsible for its efficiency and knows best the character cf work 
to lie performed. 
With the entrance examinations kept up to 
standard the efficiency of the service will lie protected. 
There is no desire on the part of the Republican administra­ 
tion to revert to the spoils system and thereby repudiate the action 
cf the Republican party in passing the Civi'l Service act. But even 
Civil Service should be ruled by common sense. 


JHFFHTLTIKS EF FII AMI NU TARIFF KILL 


The F r a m i n g of a tariff law is a good deal bigger job than 
most people imagine. One of the main difficulties in changing or 
amending a tariff is that the proceed!**# entails the throwing open 
of the entire law with its 4,000 or mort? articles. 
Under the rules of Congress, once an amendment is suggested, 
any other amendment contemplating a change in rates is germane 
and must be debated. In short, a single amendment might bring 
about an entire revision of rates. If some method could be adopted 
to prevent this—to confine consideration to a single amendment, 
or to a group of amendments—changes could, and undoubtedly 
would, be made any time Congress' is in session. 
The schedules in the tariff laws, however, arc mb re intricately 
interwoven than was the Wilson League of Nations with the 
Versailles treaty. An amendment to the duty on wool cloth might 
be under consideration, -for example, when the manufacturer 
would immediately show the necessity for a change in the duty 
on wool, and the wool-grower would ask for compensation by way 
of a change in duties on the commodities he consumes, and so 
on down the line. 
This is the principal reason why it requires so much time for 
C o n g r e s s to frame a tariff bill.

ST. LAWRENCE WATEKWAV PROJECT 


GOMPERS HURLS 
DEFY AT ENEMIES OF 
ORGANIZED LABOR 


T h e C anadian Premier having reported on the St. Lawrence 
waterway project that “it would not ap I mar to be expedient to deal 
with this matter ait Hie present time,” the Canadian Parliament 
bas promptly tabled all the correspondence on the subject. This 
action of Canada furnishes a solution of the St. Lawrence prob­ 
lem that may forestall some differences of opinion an this country. 
The discussion of the project had already developed some consider­ 
able sectional feeling between states of the Middle West that fav­ 
ored it, and New York and other Eastern states that opposed it. 
Of course, the project is clearly impossible unless the United 
States and Canada sign a treaty removing the international ob* 
stacles. 
The attitude of Canada undoubtedly precludes such a 
treaty, so no matter what may be done in this country either for 
or against the proposed improvement, is cannot be undertaken, 
at least for the present.

THE BELLIGERENT GEORGIA SENATOR 


T h e pugnacious Senator Watson of Georgia has made a spec­ 
tacle of himself so many times since he broke into the Senate on 
the indignation wave against the League of Nations that the Sen­ 
ate has become somewhat inured to his vulgar exhibitions. Hie is 
a slight man physically, and in poor health, and his oft-repeated 
threat to “smash the face” of Senators who differ with him prob­ 
ably coaid not have been made good iii a single instance if the 
object of his defy should have taken him up. 
But, as the New 
York Tribune remarks, “some day one of the Senators he threatens 
to thrash will get afraid of him and hurt him.'” 
Watson’s safety lies in the self-control of his colleagues, and 
well he knows it. 
Should this self-control lie lost, the Georgia 
sp it-ti re would probably “get what was coming to him.” 
Tile 
gravity and decorum of the Senate must be preserved, however.

ST. PAUL “ WETTEST 
SPOT IN STATE,” SAYS 
JUDGE PAGE MORRIS 


St. Paul, June 12 
St. Paul was offic­ 
ially characterized as "the wettest 
spot in Minnesota” by Federal Judge 
Page Morris yesterday. 
Declaring that he “never saw such 
a place as this,” Judge Morris Imposed 
severe penalties on violators of the 
prohibition Jaws who were arraigned 
before him af a session of the United 
States district court in St. Paul.

Denouncing the supreme court deci­ 
sion declaring the anti-child labor tax 
invalid, the report continues:

We realize that our protest, 
in so far, as the supreme court is 
concerned, will fall on 
deaf

congress and urge that It immediately 
approve and endorse a constitutional 
amendment to undo the harm the s u ­ 
preme court has done to the youth of 
our land.
